If he do es he is even n greater hum ­ 
bug than the rest o f the w eather pro ph­ 
ets.

They have abundant 
m aterial fo r supplying them selves w ith 
clo thing and ho mes, and yet they thro w 
a few branches to gether, p ut skins o ver 
the w indw ard side and then shiver un­ 
der th e m iserable shelter. 
Scientists who have made a study o f 
the subject say that the language o f 
the Onus is th e strangest ever listened 
to . M any o f the wo rds are no t difficult

o f the sentences difficult, b ut very few 
wo rds are

ed spo t his rem ains repo sed till abo ut 
100 years afterw ard, w hen a fit o f 
pio us indignatio n seized the clergy at 
the fact th at the bo dy o f so ho ly a
